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TRUMP’S OBAMA VENDETTA 


O n the campaign trail, Trump promised to reverse all of Obama’s 
“unconstitutional” executive orders. The right-wing labeled 
them abuses of power, but the truth is that Obama issued fewer av¬ 
erage executive orders annually (35) than any President since Grover 
Cleveland in the late 1800s. (FDR holds the record at 307 per year, 
with Herbert Hoover second at 242 per year; both were dealing with 
the ravages of the Great Depression.) 

Obama did issue a high number of executive memorandums, procla¬ 
mations, determinations and notices, all tools Presidents use to guide 
policy in the vast bureaucracy that governs modern America. In recent 
decades Presidents have been using these executive tools more and 
more frequently to circumvent the gridlock in Congress and push their 
agendas. And it’s not unusual for new Presidents to reverse a few of 
the executive actions of a predecessor. George W. Bush did it, and so 
did Obama. But what sets Trump apart is an irrational, wholesale hostility 
to virtually everything that Obama did, no matter how reasonable and 
beneficial to the general public. By combining executive actions, Cab¬ 
inet-level agency decisions, Congressional Review Acts and new leg¬ 
islation, he has taken a wrecking ball to Obama’s legacy. 

At the top of his hit list are all regulations dealing with the envi¬ 
ronment. Here he’s been like a blind man with a shotgun, blasting out 
in all directions with no discrimination. In his first year a whopping 70 
rules and regulations came underfire, with the recently departed EPA 
chief Scott Pruitt serving as hit man. Leading the charts for gross 
stupidity was withdrawing from the Paris climate accord, even as our 
Western states turn into blazing infernos every summer. Since then 
he’s sabotaged Obama’s Clean Air Act, proposed oil drilling allowances 
in the Arctic, killed fracking regulations, gutted pollution restrictions 


for power plants, revived the dirty coal industry, is attempting to re¬ 
verse tighter fuel emissions in automobiles.. .and on and on. 

Before the 20th century, cancer was a rare affliction. We’ve con¬ 
quered a lot of diseases since then, but cancer incidence rates have 
skyrocketed, and most scientists believe it’s due to industrial chemi¬ 
cals polluting our environment. We’ve learned much about carcinogens 
and other toxins since those early days of suicidal ignorance, the days 
Trump is now taking us back to. The health costs of premature deaths 
and illnesses from air pollution far outweigh the minor costs of re¬ 
sponsible regulations, whatever you think about global warming. 

Trump the human wrecking ball has also smashed through the Con¬ 
sumer Financial Protection Bureau; the Affordable Care Act; workplace 
safety regulations; DACA; civil rights for minorities and LGBTQ citizens; 
women’s health rights—in fact, almost every Obama action that has 
made America a more fair, honest, just and healthy nation. He is acting 
like a man obsessed with undoing his predecessor’s accomplish¬ 
ments, no matter what the cost to America or, indeed, the world. 

In November Democrats hope to regain control of at least one 
house in Congress and apply the brakes to this bullshit. But without 
your vote in the midterms, there will be no stopping this wrecking 
ball’s destruction. So vote like your life depends on it, because it does.

GOOGLE’S BLACK EYE 

A MEDIA INVESTIGATION REVEALS THAT THE INTERNET BEHEMOTH 
REAPS HUGE PROFITS BY SELLING YOUR PRIVACY. 


F rom the crack of dawn to the darkest hours 
of night, you are followed. In the most inti¬ 
mate detail, every step of your daily life is being 
permanently recorded without interruption— 
from your bed to your fast-food breakfast, your 
subsequent ride to work or to visit friends, then 
to lunch and continuing along the pathway of 
your journey, back to your bed and whatever 
goes on there. 

Government agencies in power in whatever 
jurisdiction—domestic or foreign—you happen 
to be passing through on a given day tap into 
these digital recordings routinely and effortlessly. 

Of course, at this point in the internet revo¬ 
lution you probably know that what I have writ¬ 
ten is not the dystopian fantasy of a paranoid 
character in George Orwell’s alarming novel 
1984 from seven decades ago. Rather, it is an 
all-too-accurate, unvarnished account of our 
current dystopian reality. Or maybe you don’t 
know that. 

Not long ago I wrote a book about the sav¬ 
aging of our privacy. The title —They Know Every¬ 
thing About You —refers to the government’s 
snooping into personal data collected via the 
internet. But I have to admit that even I was 
shocked by a recent Associated Press investiga¬ 
tive report, which had a truly Orwellian opening 
sentence: “Google wants to know where you go 
so badly that it records your movements even 
when you explicitly tell it not to.” 

Presumably, most people know that they have 
voluntarily surrendered the last vestiges of per¬ 
sonal privacy when they click “agree” to the 
terms and conditions of the apps that they use 
while searching, say, for directions to a desirable 
restaurant or a new friend’s home. But what they 
don’t know is that this chronicling of their foot¬ 
steps is in most instances beyond their control, 
even if they unequivocally refuse to grant Google 
Maps—or other useful apps—the privilege to 
pinpoint their location. 

The AP investigation, confirmed by computer- 
science researchers at Princeton University, 
“found that many Google services on Android 
devices and iPhones store your location data 
even if you’ve used a privacy setting that says it 
will prevent Google from doing so.” 

The number of people affected worldwide is 
staggering. According to the AP, almost 2 billion 
use devices that run Google’s Android mobile op¬ 
erating software, while hundreds of millions of 
iPhone users rely on Google for maps or search¬ 
ing. This mass of humanity is being systemati¬ 
cally tracked, including the small minority who 


have taken specific steps to notify Google that 
they don’t want to divulge their location. 

As Senator Mark Warner (D-Virginia) told the 
AP, it is “frustratingly common” for Big Tech com¬ 
panies “to have corporate practices that diverge 
wildly from the totally reasonable expectations of 
their users.” Warner, vice-chairman of the Sen¬ 
ate Intelligence Committee, has urged policy¬ 
makers to give users more control of their data. 

Representative Frank Pallone (D-New Jersey) 
responded to the AP revelations with a call for 
“comprehensive consumer privacy and data se¬ 
curity legislation.” But forget that happening any 
time soon. 

The dirty secret of life on the internet is that 
the basic profit model is dependent on obliter¬ 
ating consumers’ privacy in order to generate and 
more effectively utilize advertising. For Google, 
Facebook and other internet giants, you are 
nothing but a target for their advertisers, which 
are forking over big bucks for your ostensibly 
“free” service. 

You, meanwhile, are paying with your privacy. 
Google and its fellow profit-hungry internet com¬ 
panies have the same evil goal: They want you 


to surrender that privacy no matter how much 
you may resist their devil’s bargain with adver¬ 
tisers hell-bent on getting you to buy merchan¬ 
dise and services you didn’t know you needed. 

The AP aptly summarized this conundrum: 
“Since 2014, Google has let advertisers track the 
effectiveness of online ads at driving foot traffic, 
a feature that Google has said relies on user lo¬ 
cation histories. The company is pushing further 
into such location-aware tracking to drive ad rev¬ 
enue, which rose 20% last year to $95.4 billion.” 

This systematic invasion of your privacy will 
not abate soon, even though Google and similar 
ad-dependent internet companies will make a 
big show of pointing to ways that you can—with 
considerable personal effort—disable their lo¬ 
cation histories. The U.S. Supreme Court has 
ruled that government and law-enforcement 
snoops must obtain a warrant to track a person’s 
cell phone or digital device. If enough people 
refused to allow Google and Facebook to keep 
tabs on their every step, it would put them out 
of business. Cl

DARK MONEY IS NOW DARKER 

TRANSPARENCY DIES IN THE MURKY WATER OF THE SWAMP. 


D oes anybody in the world think there’s too 
much transparency in American politics? That 
there isn't enough secrecy in our electoral system? 
That millionaires, billionaires and corporations should 
be able to make it even more difficult for the public 
to know about their campaign spending? 

Apparently there are such people. In fact, one is 
running the U.S. Treasury Department right now 
under President Donald Trump. 

If you've yet to notice, the Republican Party has 
become little more than a coalition of con artists, 
hustlers and the suckers they continue to con and 
hustle. Sure, there are penny-ante grifters on all 
sides of the political spectrum, but the GOP has 
mastered the long con. The Republican Party will 
spend years ginning up outrage within its fan base 
over certain lies and hoaxes until it can ultimately 
take control of the specific reins of government 
needed to put an end to that “outrage.” 

You may recall, for example, the “Obama IRS 
scandal.” In 2010, under the direction of our das¬ 
tardly former President, the Internal Revenue Serv¬ 
ice began targeting “conservative” nonprofit orga¬ 
nizations applying for tax-exempt status. Right-wing 
media (led by Fox “News”) and even bona fide news 
outlets reported on the delayed applications and other 
harassments of political groups with words like tea 
party or patriot in their names after the findings of 
a federal watchdog were released in 2013. 

The Treasury Department's inspector general, fol¬ 
lowing up on a Republican-controlled House commit¬ 
tee seeking to determine if certain groups on the 
right were targeted for scrutiny by the IRS, issued a 
scathing report. It led to Congressional hearings, in¬ 
dignant statements, op-eds and collective fury by 
right-wingers over Barack Obama’s politicization of 
the supposedly nonpartisan Internal Revenue Service. 
Only one problem: It was all bullshit. 

Yes, the IRS scrutinized “conservative” groups 
to make certain they weren't abusing their nonprofit 
status to raise money for unlawful political pur¬ 
poses. But as the inspector general’s office subse¬ 
quently reported in 2017, the IRS had also targeted 
left-leaning organizations with phraseology like pro¬ 
gressive, green energy, medical marijuana and oc¬ 
cupy in their names from 2004 to 2013 for the same 
reasons. Of course, the 2017 report received con¬ 
siderably less “outrage” from Republicans or cover¬ 
age from media that hype phony scandals. 

According to financial journalist David Dayen, the 
wailing and rending of garments by the GOP follow¬ 
ing the inspector general's 2013 report was ingen¬ 
iously trumped-up “fake news.” 

Dayen told me, “You can call it what we used 
to call it in the blogosphere: zombie lies. It doesn’t 
matter if these things are discredited, if study after 


study shows that, in fact, no particular ideological 
organization was targeted more than another.” 

He cited weapons of mass destruction in Iraq, 
estate taxes hurting farmers, voter fraud, Benghazi. 
“You spend so much time trying to deflect the zom¬ 
bie lie that nobody ends up knowing what the truth 
is,” Dayen lamented. 

“When the right gets power” after all those years 
of lies, he added, they then “have this built-in ability 
to throw sand in the gears of the IRS" in order to 
help their political friends—precisely what they’d 
accused the other side of doing. 

In July the Treasury Department announced it 
would no longer require certain tax-exempt nonprof¬ 
its—groups that pour large amounts of “dark 
money” into elections—to identify their donors in 
IRS filings. “Dark money just got a lot darker,” noted 
Brendan Fischer, the Campaign Legal Center's di¬ 
rector of federal reform. 

“If you’re concerned about foreign money in 
elections,” Fischer told me, “you should be really 
concerned [now that groups like Karl Rove’s] Cross¬ 
roads GPS or the NRA no longer have to disclose 
their top donors to the IRS.” 

Dayen explained, “You can sort of squint and say, 
‘Well, any organization, whether it's the Chamber of 
Commerce or Planned Parenthood, on the left or on 
the right, can benefit from this.’ But let's be real. The 


practitioners of dark money are overwhelmingly on 
the right. That’s why politicians on the right support 
burying this information, whereas politicians on the 
left generally support disclosure.... These groups 
that represent corporations that don’t want their 
name attached to right-wing campaigns use this 
loophole in the law, this ability to conceal their iden¬ 
tity, to help the side that’s going to get them giant tax 
breaks and deregulation, to win elections.” 

Those groups lobbied doggedly for this change 
and hailed the relaxed oversight requirement as 
a victory for “free speech.” They now have a cham¬ 
pion in Steven Mnuchin.The longtime “dark money” 
donor is Trump’s secretary of the Treasury. 

In an official statement, Mnuchin announced that 
the Treasury Department is eager to “relieve thou¬ 
sands of organizations of an unnecessary regulatory 
burden.” Naturally his statement cited the Obama- 
era “political targeting scandal” as justification, even 
though the Treasury inspector general for tax ad¬ 
ministration found that “scandal” to have been a 
hoax, fake news, a zombie lie. 

“Conservative tax-exempt groups were dispro¬ 
portionately impacted by improper screening in the 
previous administration,” Mnuchin falsely declared, 
cementing the lie as historical “fact.” Zombies live 
forever, it seems. And, yes, they eat our brains. H

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T he Fox News reality TV show that the whole 
country is living in— The Apprentice Presi¬ 
dent— got a boost this summer when the 
star of the show, Donald Trump, hired long 
time Fox News producer Bill Shine as 
deputy chief of staff for communications 
to upgrade the White House’s produc¬ 
tion values. Trump was getting consti¬ 
pated over the amateurish lighting and staging of 
White House events, compared to the Hollywood 
quality he was used to. So Shine got to work, ex¬ 
perimenting with three different lighting options, 
shifting the podium position, backdrop and micro¬ 
phone height until he found the camera angle 
Trump, like the aging starlet in Sunset Boule¬ 
vard, was finally satisfied with: “Mr. Shine, 

I’m ready for my close-up!” 

That Trump is as vain and delu¬ 
sional as Norma Desmond in Boule¬ 
vard is beyond obvious. But he 
hired Shine for more than super¬ 
ficial showbiz reasons. For 20 years Shine was 
the late Roger Ailes’ ass-kicking enforcer, as Fox 
News became the world capital of sexual harass¬ 
ment in the workplace. A platoon of female em¬ 
ployees complained about Ailes’ and Bill O’Reilly’s 
chronic improprieties, but Shine ignored them and 
instead helped to cover up the abuses. He has been 
named in at least four lawsuits against Fox for 
suppressing claims or for racial discrimination. 
Some allege that Shine knew of and facilitated the 
hiring of private detectives to intimidate victims. 
None were kneecapped or awakened to find dead 
horse heads in their beds, but that’s probably only 
because the light finally started shining on this 
cesspool before it could go that far. 

One of the victims, Laurie Luhn, alleges that 
Shine made travel arrangements for her to hook 
up with Ailes, acting like a pimp. When the stress 
from 15 years of sexual abuse and psychological 
torture got to her, Shine recommended psychia¬ 
trists to Luhn. How touching. Who says the big 
Asshole doesn’t have a heart? 

Other Fox News employees filing harassment/ 
discrimination lawsuits against the company dur¬ 
ing Shine’s tenure include Andrea Mackris, Gretchen 
Carlson, Julie Roginsky, Andrea Tantaros, Kelly 
Wright, Diana Falzone and Jessica Golloher. All 
were fair game for the flabby, sleazy old “studs” at 
Fox. In 2017 Shine was subpoenaed in a Southern 
District of New York investigation focused on Ailes 
using company funds to settle with or buy the si¬ 
lence of the women he sexually harassed. 

Shine wears a thin beard to cover up a facial 
scar he got one rowdy night at college, and since 
it fits his role so perfectly, let’s call him Scarface. In 
2015 Ailes and Scarface outed a man, Silas Pierce, 
who was not openly gay, over a reality TV show that 
Pierce was supposed to star in for Fox Business. 



The production company behind the series, Left- 
field Pictures, sued Fox for improperly terminating 
the contract and not paying funds owed. To under¬ 
cut Pierce and justify their breach with Leftfield, 
court filings reveal that Scarface sent lawyers down 
to Florida to dig up dirt on him, “often harassing or 
badgering Pierce’s neighbors, friends, family and 
current and former customers for information about 
Pierce, his family and the Business.” After finding 
out that Pierce was gay, Scarface then broadcast 
the revelation via “sock puppet” media outlets 
controlled by Fox. Last year Pierce sued Shine, the 
estate of Roger Ailes and the network for these ac¬ 
tions, which Scarface settled this year, his role as 
a Luca Brasi for the Fox mob firmly established. 

Way back in the fledgling days of Fox News, 
Shine was schooled by Ailes on what gets media 
attention: “Pictures and problems,” says a senior 
White House official. “He looks at things visually, 
which is how Trump sees things.” That’s why, as 
producer of Hannity& Colmes, Shine loved seeing 
liberal Alan Colmes play the same role the Wash¬ 
ington Generals play against the Harlem Globetrot¬ 
ters—pants-pissing clowns who get steamrolled 
every time they show up. Loudmouthed Sean Han- 
nity would wipe the floor with the timid Colmes, 
leaving viewers with the impression that even in 
a supposed “fair and balanced” format, liberalism 
just couldn’t compete with conservative genius. 

Thankfully, Roger Ailes is now feeding the 
worms and blowhard Bill O’Reilly is gone, proba¬ 
bly whacking off with his loofah, but Fox News 
carries on as the unofficial communications divi-

sion ofTrumpland. Shine is reportedly best friends 
with Hannity, the President’s number-one cheer¬ 
leader, so now the White House and Fox News are 
cheering and jeering into a single megaphone. 

One of Shine’s first showtime set pieces was 
parking an F-35 fighter jet on the South Lawn 
of the White House as a prop for a 
“Made in America” news event in 
July. Shine apparently didn’t get the 
unintended joke; yes, like Trump, the F- 
35—the most expensive weapons 
program in history—is 100% made 
in America. And yes, in January 2018 
the U.S. Government Accountabil¬ 
ity Office identified no less than 966 
“open deficiencies” in this bloated turkey, 
making it the perfect analogy to Donald Trump’s 
Presidency—two fat, dysfunc¬ 
tional white elephants driving 
the nation to ruin. Nice job, Billy; 
for prime-time stupidity, you surpassed even Dub¬ 
ya’s “Mission Accomplished” banner.

And 
now, when reporters ask legitimate questions of 
the Supreme Leader, those questions are deemed 
inappropriate? This populist Man of the People 
chooses to rant on Twitter; he can’t take the heat 
of real journalists exposing his ignorance. If ever 
he does meet the real press, the Americans who 
still support him might finally realize that this em¬ 
peror wears no clothes—a truly horrifying image. 

Scarface is reportedly on the fence about Sarah 
Huckabee Sanders as press secretary and con¬ 
sidering replacing her eventually. He acknowl¬ 
edges that she’s doing an okay job, but given 
Shine’s obsession with visuals, we guess that he’s 
lukewarm not only about her “energy,” but also 
her less-than-ideal optics. But Sarah is actually 
perfect for this job: In an administration full of 
groping, sexist jerkwads, she is graced with per¬ 
fect immunity. 

We have no idea what glitzy new episodes Scar¬ 
face is cooking up for The Apprentice President, 
but it’s sure to be a case of one fucked-up Asshole 
smearing lipstick on a sick pig. H

stream? This very specific literary genre was 
at the center of a political firestorm in July 
as Leslie Cockburn, a Democratic candi¬ 
date for Virginia’s 5th Congressional Dis¬ 
trict, outed her Republican opponent, Denver 
Riggleman, for being a “a devotee of Bigfoot 
erotica.” (She also accused him of consort¬ 
ing with white supremacists, but who’s keep¬ 
ing score anymore.) 

Not one to half step, Cockburn then 
posted a screenshot to Twitter of Riggle- 
man’s Instagram—the post in question 
was of a Bigfoot with genitals covered by a 
“censored” bar and Riggleman’s head su¬ 
perimposed on the hirsute body. The ac¬ 
companying caption did not help: “My 
‘buddies’ thought this pic was fitting for my 
birthday next week, and to celebrate my 
new book release in about a month or 2... 
‘Mating Habits of Bigfoot and Why Women 
Want Him...’” 

In an entertaining article for Rolling Stone, 
author Amelia McDonell-Parry did some 
digging and discovered all sorts of fun stuff. 
You see, Riggleman—a former Air Force in¬ 
telligence officer—is something of a Big¬ 
foot buff: His self-published book, titled 
Mating Habits of Bigfoot, was described by 
Riggleman to USA Today as a “parody of an 


anthropological study,” and in 2006 he 
coauthored Bigfoot Exterminators Inc.: The 
Partially Cautionary, Mostly True Tale of 
Monster Hunt 

While it may be fun and totally appropriate 
to kick the proverbial shit out of a Republi¬ 
can like Riggleman, Bigfoot erotica is no 
laughing matter. Nor is it new. In her re¬ 
search, McDonell-Parry cites examples going 
back to the 70s, from Nights With Sas- 
quatch, written by John Cotter and Judith 
Frankie, to a 1981 porn film called The Geek, 
in which a group of hitchhikers have an “un¬ 
expected and sexy encounter with Bigfoot.” 

Erotic Bigfoot fiction is widely available 
online, where writers like Virginia Wade 
took the genre in bold new directions. She 
wrote her 16-part series, Cum for Bigfoot, 
after noticing that this “ultimate alpha male” 
had not yet been fully realized as a crypto- 
zoological protagonist. A sample passage: 
“He smelled of animal hide, which was 
heady and pungent.... Then he touched my 
face with the pads of his black fingers.” 

Laugh all you want, but according to The 
Daily Beast, prose like this helped earn her 
approximately $30,000 per month through 
Kindle Direct Publishing. As for Riggleman, 
he’ll just have to live with being the Tonya 
Harding to Wade’s Nancy Kerrigan.

HUSTLER: Wu-Tang Clan is celebrating the 25th anniversary of 
Enter the Wu-Tang (36 Chambers) this year. How has it been, mak¬ 
ing that journey together? 

GZA: The majority of us, we go way back. Most of us know each other 
from childhood. Some of us are family, like cousins, and others are 
linked in different ways. So we kinda grew up together. As far as mak¬ 
ing music, the dynamics have changed in many different ways. This 
was a hobby for us, and we were able to make a career out of it—I 
mean, doing something that you love to do, that you would do for free 
anyway. We had so much passion. And we were able to able to put out 
music and reach millions of people all around the world. It changed a 
lot of lives, and that’s a great thing to be part of. 

You, RZA and 01’ Dirty Bastard came up with a group called All in 
Together. Did you guys ever put out any recordings? 

Just demos. That was before we were 
doing it professionally, so we were 
making a lot of demo tapes, you know? 

Have you and RZA ever considered 
putting out some kind of retro¬ 
spective disc for this pre-Wu-Tang 
group? 

I don’t even know if we have any of 
those tapes anymore. I know I don’t. I 
may know one guy that got a demo of 
me and Dirty, but most of those tapes 
are long gone. 

Some hardcore fans would like to 
hear that. 

I mean, / would like to hear it! 

Any pictures of your old graffiti 
that might see the light of day? 

I liked to do graffiti designs on paper. 

It was really, really, really long ago. I 
may have written on a wall or two, but 
it wasn’t spectacular. I once wrote a 
rhyme in graffiti, when I was about 
15. I remember in one of Rakim’s 
songs, he says, “Write a rhyme in 
graffiti in every show you see me in. 

Deep concentration, ’cause I'm no co¬ 
median.” He wrote rhyme graffiti that I was able to recognize and iden¬ 
tify with. 

You’ve cited all manner of inspiration in your work, from your own 
observations of the natural world to Guns N’ Roses. What would 
be a source of inspiration that would surprise your fans? 

I like to watch golf—that would probably be a surprise. Several years 
ago, maybe about 20 years ago, we were on the road. Method Man 
was on the bus, and he plays video games a lot. The dudes would be 
on the bus playing football games, and I’m not into all that. But they 
had this game called Hot Shots, and it grabbed me. From playing that 
game, I learned about the scoring in golf; I learned what a birdie was, 
a bogey. Then it became interesting to me. 


Is there gonna be a 9 Holes ofShaolin album? 

There should be [laughs]. 

You’re quoted as saying, “Hip-hop is my vehicle to scientific and 
universal enlightenment.” How would the Genius enlighten people 
today, say, about issues like climate change? 

Well, I just spoke at a university. I didn’t speak about climate change, 
but I was the keynote speaker. Others, like the chancellor and those 
who spoke before me, based the whole event on climate change. So 
by speaking there, I was able to support the cause in that way. But I’m 
still learning—I’m still doing research—’cause it’s not always what 
they tell us. 

You once wrote “I’m not caught up in politics,” but the world was 
a different place when you wrote that. We didn’t have movements 

yet like Black Lives Matter. 

Black lives definitely matter. All lives 
matter. You know, life is precious. This 
whole thing with police brutality, it re¬ 
ally needs to stop. When you have 
those in authority that just don’t give 
a fuck, it’s hard to make change when 
it comes to that. You understand? It’s 
hard. I mean, people are getting pulled 
over for nothing, just harassed. When 
you have all these killings from police 
brutality and nothing is ever done 
about it, no one is prosecuted, no one 
is indicted, it’s like a slap in the face. 
It’s fucked up. It really is. I have this 
line I’ve said in a song: “We live in a 
world, black robes, white justice. As 
long as she wears the blindfold, I can’t 
trust this. I’m imagining what could 
bring such hate. A phobia of this life, 
room for the debate. Some say it’s 
trigger-happy. I say it’s lead poison¬ 
ing. Something that’s deeply rooted, 
an official embroidering.” 

Many people survive these days by 
working part-time in a gig econ¬ 
omy. Do you have any advice for 
hip-hop artists who want to pros¬ 
per as they hold down three jobs? 

Yeah, keep your job. You have to keep your job till things get better. I 
used to work for the transit authority, for the city. But back then I was 
still trying to make music. So I quit my job in, like, six months. And 
things went downhill. It wasn’t going so great for me when I first en¬ 
tered the music industry. I kind of quit the job too soon. You must work 
to make a living, and you can still make music until things happen to 
work out in your favor. Until you’re able to quit a job, stick to your 
craft—be you; be original.

and you’ve also worked with kids through 
the Bronx Compass High School. Do you 
see any kind of correlation between the 
dumbing down of lyrical hip-hop and the 
overall increase in illiteracy? 

Yes, I do. I mean, there’s a regression when it 
comes to lyrics, in particular in hip-hop. It’s kind 
of like third- or fourth-grade mentality with the 
lyrics nowadays. And no disrespect to the third- 
and fourth-graders. You know, you may see a 
child take this [picks up chess piece], and he 
might move it through the air like a plane, like 
this. Moving it around. But it’s strange to see 
a grown man doing that. It’s very much like 
where hip-hop is right now: People respect 
things more than they respect themes. Cars 
and material things mean so much to people 
that it’s ridiculous. In the ’80s or the ’90s we 
had so many artists doing rap, but none of 
them sounded like the other. Big Daddy Kane 
didn’t sound like Biz Markie; Biz Markie didn’t 
sound like G Rap.. .Rakim, Slick Rick. 

It’s not like that now. Everyone sounds the 
same; they’re talking about the same shit. 

Who cares about a car or clothing or material 
shit? Or just talking about chicks all the time? 

Being in a club, throwing money up and mak¬ 
ing it rain? That’s not important to me. That’s 
not the service that should be rendered. Music 
is a divine art, you know? So as a musician, I 
compose until that instrument becomes my 
heart. That’s what it is for me: writing. I can 
write about anything; there’s so much to write 
about. But it’s so limited, what people are writ¬ 
ing about right now, ’cause they’re all talking 
about the same shit. It’s like their minds are 
sterile or something. 

There seems to be a lack of expanse in 
terms of influence as well. 

Pea-size brains. 

Do you know about the flat-Earthers? 

Oh, that’s crazy. 

Do you have any advice for them? 

Nope. Earth looks round to me. 

Do you think that wormholes are the key to time travel? 

Yeah. 

Is there a multiverse out there in the cosmos? 

I think there are multiple universes. Of course a mirror image of this 
one. That’s why in the rhyme “The Spark,” I say, “one of infinite be¬ 
ginnings.” 

The country seems to be divided politically and ideologically. 


You’ve said that “music is a healing force.” 

Music is a healing force. That line actually came from The O’Jays song 
[“I Love Music”] that says, “Music is the healing force of the world, 
understood by every man, woman, boy and girl,” and Stevie [Wonder] 
said, “Music is a world within itself, with a language we all under¬ 
stand.” Only music can bring 200,000 people to a festival, all partying, 
having fun and vibing, you know? What else can move people like that? 

You’re a vegetarian, correct? Is that vegan or vegetarian? 

Sometimes I’m vegan. Sometimes I’m vegetarian. Every now and then 
I may put some butter on bread. I don’t drink milk at all. I stopped that 
almost two decades ago. I mean, the majority of [Wu-Tang] are vege¬ 
tarian or vegans. And some are still carnivores.

You’re vegetarian, but don’t stump for groups like PETA. Is this a 
conscious philosophy? 

I think so. When you start riding with PETA, you really have to be on it 
hard. Some people will come at you just for wearing leather shoes. I 
haven’t taken it to that level. But I don’t eat meat, and I don’t eat flesh. 
I’m still progressing.. .slowly. I don’t do sugar unless it’s raw cane and 
it’s in the product already. 

The sugar in the American diet is staggering. 

Sugar is a drug. It’s a drug, man. You know how hard it is to get children 
off sugar? Candy and all that stuff? It’s deep. You see children always 
drinking sodas. Corn syrup is in everything. And when you see kids 
eating potato chips, nobody’s ever eating anything that’s actually plain. 
There’s always something that’s barbecue or onion-garlic, with MSG 
and all kinds of stuff in it. I mean, they put drugs in food—keep ’em 
coming back. 

Donald Glover said he came up with the stage name Childish 
Gambino from the online Wu-Tang name generator. 

Yeah, I heard that. 

How does that feel, to watch the Wu-Tang influence extend into 
greater culture? 

It’s a honor. They’re just paying homage. Wu is everywhere. That “W” 
is all over. I’ve seen a guy who has a “W” on his face. We’ve seen a 
whole bunch of other stuff too, but it’s just like this big [holding up 
hands]. That “W” is tagged on people’s bodies. I seen my album cover 
on a dude’s back. His whole back. 

Liquid Swords? 

Yeah. It’s crazy. 

Your next album, Dark Matter, has been in the works for years. 
This one seems to be way more thought out in terms of pro¬ 
duction. 

Sometimes I’ll sit on it and fall back and not write. I’ve left the project 
alone for long periods of time, a year, maybe two, and then started 
writing again. 

You’ve performed with live bands like Brownout down in Austin. 

Yeah, Brownout, Phantasm. I just did a few performances with a 
brass band called Soul Rebels. And a cousin of mine—actually 01’ 
Dirty’s brother; he’s a drummer—I did most of the live band shows 
with his band. 

Will that experiment ever play into the shows for Dark Matter? 

I think so. I would like to go on the road with a band; we should do a 
tour. It’s cool, you know, to play with a band sometimes. You can switch 
it up, drop instruments in and out. It has a different vibe, depending on 
where you’re playing at. I did these shows with a band at a spot called 
City Winery. I was originally gonna do them with a DJ. So when I did 
the first one with the band, I realized that maybe I don’t need to do this 
with a DJ. Everybody’s sitting at a table eating and drinking wine. So 
it has more of a band vibe to it, in that setting: candles on the table 
and sipping chardonnay. And it worked. It worked well. 

Hank Shocklee is at the board on the next album. He stands as 


one of the architects of hip-hop, creating beats with the Bomb 
Squad for Public Enemy. What has he brought to the production 
of the new album? 

We’re still figuring it out. Hank is a great producer, because he has 
laid down a lot of great tracks in the past with a lot of great artists. I 
kinda have an idea of what I want to hear, with the sound I want and 
the direction I want to take. And he’s on board for it, so I think we can 
make it happen. I expressed to him, “I don’t want spacey,” you know, 
because it’s Dark Matter. I want something that’s more orchestral, with 
the hard beats. 

Vangelis is also on this. It seems like, given schedules, that it hap¬ 
pens when you’re able to get to it. 

Timing is everything. But I usually work under pressure anyways. I’m 
so last-minute with a lot of things. 

Was Liquid Swords made under pressure? 

It was a lot of pressure from the label, like, “Dude can you get this 
album done? Can you get it done already?” 

At one point you stopped using profanity in your work. Are 
there any other “word diet” challenges that you have given to 
your work? 

Just adding more to my vocabulary. 

You’re in the top three in that realm. 

I’m number two. All I gotta do is add 800 to a thousand new words to 
this album, and I’ll be number one.

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T he Stop Enabling Sex Traffickers Act and the Allow States and 
Victims to Fight Online Sex Trafficking Act, together called 
SESTA/FOSTA, is the union of two bills with one true purpose. 
Those who support it would have you believe it prevents web¬ 
sites from facilitating sex trafficking, but in actuality it has little if any¬ 
thing to do with stopping traffickers or helping trafficking victims. The 
legislative package was signed into law in April 2018, and those it af¬ 
fects most rightfully feared for the worst. The fallout was immediate. 

Like a Trojan horse—minus the subtlety—SESTA/FOSTA hides 
its intent. It is designed to curtail the sex trade by making it unneces¬ 
sarily dangerous. Effectively, what this legislation does is sidestep— 
no, demolish—the sanctity of Section 230. This is a critical provision 
of the 1996 Communications Decency Act and the defense perimeter 
that protects free speech on the internet, specifically, “No provider or 
user of an interactive computer service shall be treated as the pub¬ 
lisher or speaker of any information provided by another information 
content provider.” 

In short, Section 230 protects online publishers from what their 
users generate. SESTA/FOSTA subverts this safeguard under the guise 


of stopping traffickers online, stating, “The bill amends the federal 
criminal code to add a new section that imposes penalties—a fine, a 
prison term of up to 10 years, or both—on a person who, using a fa¬ 
cility or means of interstate or foreign commerce, owns, manages, or 
operates an interactive computer service (or attempts or conspires to 
do so) to promote or facilitate the prostitution of another person.” 

What we’re seeing is not so much a war on trafficking as a full-on 
frontal assault against consensual sex workers who rely upon sites 
like Backpage.com to promote their services. The sites not only helped 
them to pay their rent, but also protected them from violence. You see, 
Backpage was more than just a means to advertise—it also allowed 
users to vet clients online from the safety of their home, rather than 
working out in the open, where they are exposed. Though the site had 
been targeted previously for facilitating illegal sex work, it was also a 
high-value resource for law enforcement officers across the country 
in tracking and stopping sex traffickers. 

Backpage had long been in the government’s crosshairs, and 
SESTA/FOSTA was the kill shot that took it down. Earlier attempts to 
hold them liable for illegal content were rejected under Section 230,» 
















but not anymore. After the Senate voted to pass SESTA in March, 
Craigslist shuttered its infamous “Personals” section, and on April 6 
Backpage was seized by the federal government, with seven people, 
including its two cofounders, indicted under a grand total of 93 counts 
of money laundering and facilitating prostitution. 

The sad irony is that these sites actually did more to protect con¬ 
sensual sex workers than harm them. As a tool for screening clients, 
Backpage was indispensable. Accessible to more marginalized and 
less privileged users, it provided safe harbor in a dangerous world. In 
an interview with The Daily Dot , Melissa Mariposa—founder of Red 
Umbrella Hosting—explains: “If sex workers lose their storefront and 
safety tools, two things are going to happen: Number 
one, the predators will come out to play. Number 
two, prostitution is going to be pushed right back on 
the street and in hotel bars by women who will no 
longer want to see internet clientele and would 
rather take the risks freelancing. This will create 
more victims than it helps.” 

A State Department report from as recently as 
2016 acknowledges that the transparency of sites 
like Backpage contributed to an increase in the 
number of identified sex trafficking victims over a 
seven-year period—from 31,000 to nearly 78,000, 
an uptick of over 100%. Likewise, in 2017 re¬ 
searchers at Baylor and West Virginia universities 
found that Craigslist erotic service ads may have 
contributed to a 17% decrease in female homicide 
rates throughout the U.S. 

Platforms like Backpage and Craigslist were a 
means for sex workers to communicate with each 
other and use information provided by clients to 
check against “bad date” lists that included known 
serial rapists. By robbing workers of these tools, the 
government has tacitly declared war against an al¬ 
ready vulnerable community. 

And ask yourself this: If the end game is to stop 
sex trafficking and help sex trafficking victims, then 
why did the Trump Administration remove legal rep¬ 
resentation from the list of social services the federal 
government provides to trafficking survivors? To put 
this into context, more than 90% of human traf¬ 
ficking victims are arrested for crimes like prostitu¬ 
tion, truancy or drug possession when they are being 
trafficked. 

Maybe because this isn’t about trafficking at all. 

So just what is at stake here? There’s the human 
toll: sex workers, who face the increased risk of 
poverty (loss of income), homelessness (can’t pay 
rent) and violence (can’t screen clients online). But 
consider the broader implications of SESTA/FOSTA 
and just how much further it could go as a blueprint 
for unprecedented censorship. For example, what 
about nude pics on the internet or sex ed in schools? 

As midterm elections loom, three sex workers 
and activists dissect the damage and discuss why 
this legislation is dangerous for everyone—and that 
means you.

Liara Roux is armed to the teeth with facts in her fight against 
SESTA/FOSTA. An escort and political organizer based in New York, 
Roux is working with other harm reduction volunteers to document the 
legislation’s impact on marginalized communities. She started organ¬ 
izing for sex workers in 2017, after Patreon—a membership platform 
that enables creators and artists to run a subscription content serv¬ 
ice—began suspending the accounts of adult entertainers. “Many sex 
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workers relied on Patreon to pay their bills, and what they were doing 
could have resulted in people becoming homeless,” Roux states. 

The Patreon struggle was a smaller standoff in a much larger 
struggle for freedom of expression on the internet, and the passage 
of SESTA/FOSTA would prove to be the main event—albeit with far 
worse consequences for the sex worker community. Roux explains: 
“SESTA/FOSTA has hit the online resources sex workers use like an 
atom bomb. With their safe advertising and screening sites decimated, 
every local organization will tell you that sex workers are being forced 
into unsafe situations. More people are working on the street, 
freestyling in bars or even returning to pimps or working with a man¬ 
ager for the first time.” 

Roux has experienced this firsthand. For the first time ever, and 
only since the law came into effect, 
she is being contacted by people look¬ 
ing to manage her. “And I’ve always 
worked independently without issue 
until now.” 

Concurrent with the legislation is a 
chilling of free speech toward sexual¬ 
ity itself. Porn content creators have 
reported losing their online storage 
accounts, while Twitter and Instagram 
have increased their policing of ac¬ 
counts by way of shadow banning. 

What is shadow banning? The term 
is meant to describe a host of techni¬ 
cal implementations designed to re¬ 
strict the visibility and reach of content 
that social media platforms deem prob¬ 
lematic. This can be accomplished 
via marking an account as “sensitive 
content” or hiding a user’s posts as 
“adults only.” Less transparent machi¬ 
nations are also at work behind the 
scenes. The end result, generally, is 
that sex workers don’t show up in 
searches and feeds the way other 
users do. 

Some law enforcement officials 
say they are “blinded” without Back¬ 
page as a means of finding sex traf¬ 
ficking victims, while SESTA/FOSTA offers zero additional funding or 
resources for victims. All it accomplishes, Roux continues, is to foster 
uncertainty in terms of what kind of speech is acceptable on online 
platforms while forcing existing sex workers and trafficking victims 
into less safe ways of working. Which begs the question: If this isn’t 
about helping the survivors of sex trafficking, then what exactly is going 
on? Roux has an idea: “It is my professional opinion that this legislation 
is purely designed to hide the sex trade—they used stories of abuse 
and hurt in our industry to justify getting it off the internet instead of 
listening to us about how the industry can actually be made safer.” 

Safety, says Roux, includes the freedom for sex workers to con¬ 
tinue creating and using their own screening tools, many of which are 
disappearing from the internet, like user-reported blacklists that in¬ 
clude known rapists and sexual predators. “Most of all, we need to be 
able to safely use the same services available to others—like social 


media—to connect with our community and support each other. The 
internet not only made sex work more visible; it allowed us to speak 
for ourselves." 

The conditions imposed by SESTA/FOSTA, she continues, make it 
unbearable to be a sex worker. And perhaps this is exactly what pro¬ 
ponents have wanted all along. Many of the people behind SESTA/ 
FOSTA have worked for years to brand all porn as sexual exploitation 
and all in-person sex work as trafficking. They’ve hired advertising 
firms to help them shape their narrative and held conferences where 
they say things like—and this is a quote from Justice for Women co¬ 
founder Julie Bindel—“We decided we wouldn’t make a distinction 
between women who are coerced and women who choose.” 

Consequently, millions were spent on targeting Backpage. “They 
didn’t have to work very hard,” Roux 
explains, “since the public already 
tends to assume—from media and 
stereotypes—that all sex workers 
are forced into it. This let these peo¬ 
ple simply point to every ad on Back¬ 
page as an instance of trafficking.” 
Roux estimates that potentially mil¬ 
lions of workers worldwide have been 
impacted negatively by this legis¬ 
lation. “It can’t be stated directly 
enough that the ability to freely use 
the internet is a life-or-death issue for 
sex workers.” 

There is hope. In January 2016 
one politician was brave enough to 
start talking about reform. New Hamp¬ 
shire State Representative Elizabeth 
Edwards introduced a bill that would 
have decriminalized prostitution be¬ 
tween consenting adults. And while 
Roux maintains that decriminaliza¬ 
tion is an absolutely essential step in 
stopping violence against sex work¬ 
ers, she makes it clear: It’s just the 
first step. 

“Decriminalization on its own only 
brings us to an already abusive, un¬ 
safe, racist baseline. Look at the weed 
trade—if we decriminalize without a plan for those abused by our cur¬ 
rent system, we are looking at ‘Starbucks for sex’ corporate exploita¬ 
tion and no means to bring up and support those around us. We need 
to have strategies in place to free incarcerated sex workers and ad¬ 
dress racism and violence against trans people. Listening to workers 
of color, trans workers, incarcerated workers, trafficking victims— 
that’s essential.” 

SESTA/FOSTA has already robbed sex workers of their rights, Roux 
continues, but she worries that it won’t stop there. “We’re honestly 
closer than we’ve ever been to losing the internet for sex. We already 
have trouble banking with all the major institutions. We’re losing pay¬ 
ment processors daily and social media is tightening up constraints. 
The people who campaigned for SESTA/FOSTA have been reveling in 
their success. They’re emboldened, and they have a stated and well- 
funded goal of ending porn.” »

Jessica Raven is at the park with her son. Over the phone she oc¬ 
casionally has to compete with the sounds of summer fun—the 
splashing and laughing. Raven has come a long way since her time as 
a teen in the sex trade, which makes her a child sex trafficking victim 
in the eyes of the law despite how she chooses to define her own 
experience. 

“For a lot of people, when you hear ‘sex trafficking,’ you assume 
that there is a trafficker. Fifteen percent of youth in the sex trade have 
a third-party exploiter. What this means is that the people who are 
counted as child sex trafficking victims are mostly youth experiencing 
homelessness for any number of reasons: family rejection over LGBTQ 
identity, physical or sexual abuse at home or in foster care. And home¬ 
less teens turn to survival sex—to access housing, food. That was 
my experience.” 

Therein lies the problem, says Raven: Flow trafficking is defined in 
the U.S. is not about helping victims; it’s about criminalization. And that 
doesn’t help sex trafficking victims or anyone in the sex trade. “These 
kids, they turn 18, and suddenly they’re a sex worker and they’re crim¬ 
inalized. They are no longer identified as a sex trafficking victim; at 
that point the law defines them as a prostitute and a criminal. I think 
most people don’t understand what sex trafficking or human trafficking 
really is. Most people have seen the movie Taken and assume that it’s 
white suburban girls snatched by strangers. It’s a really skewed idea 
of what the problem really is. They don’t understand the issue.” 

As executive director of the D.C.-based Collective Action for Safe 
Spaces (CASS), Raven is up against some very large and well-funded 
nonprofits perpetuating this idea of what sex trafficking is and how to 
solve it. There’s a lot of money to be made in promoting this myth, but 
not if she has anything to say about it. “Education and awareness is 
how we’re going to get there. I think that we can build support for real 
solutions that way, because the real solutions are not even really that 
controversial.” Bottom line? “People in the sex trade need bodily au¬ 
tonomy and access to resources.” Primarily housing. Raven, citing the 
2017 D.C. Women's Needs Assessment Report, says that 29% of 
homeless women have engaged in survival sex and 36% have been 
trafficked. The connection between sex work and homelessness is 
even clearer with transgenders: Nationally, 48.1 % of trans sex workers 
have experienced homelessness at some point in their lives. 

For youth in the sex trade, there is an immediate need for emer¬ 
gency, low-barrier shelters as well as long-term housing solutions. Job 
training and alternative employment opportunities are equally impor¬ 
tant. “People need to have their basic needs met: housing, food and 
access to basic sanitation and hygiene materials,” Raven states. “We 
provide all of those resources in our program—excluding housing— 
but have only been able to serve ten people. So it's clear that a larger 
intervention is needed.” 

CASS works to help those who need it most: the LGBTQ community, 
gender-nonconforming people, women, communities of color, people 
in the sex trade, people experiencing homelessness and especially 
those who hold multiple marginalized identities. Raven says they’ve 
taken on the fight against SESTA/FOSTA because it doesn’t make sex 
trafficking victims safer. Nor does it make sex workers safer. Instead, 
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she explains, “It puts all people in the sex trade at a greater risk of 
violence.” 

Raven reveals how 80% of street-based sex workers have experi¬ 
enced violence on the job. Websites like Craigslist and Backpage made 
the sex trade safer; shutting down a website, she argues, is not going 
to end sex trafficking. “Nobody believes that. It is not logical.” 

What it comes down to, she says, is the right to bodily autonomy. 
SESTA/FOSTA is a deception in that it frames safety and freedom as 
being mutually exclusive somehow. “The needs of sex trafficking vic¬ 
tims have been pitted against the needs and the safety of sex workers, 
but it’s a false choice. We don’t have to choose who gets to be safe. 
We can all be safe.” 

To this end, Raven and her CASS-mates began canvassing last April 
to meet D.C.-area residents and chat up a bill that would actually help 
sex workers. The Reducing Criminalization to Promote Public Safety 
and Health Amendment Act of 2017, introduced by D.C. council mem- 
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bers David Grosso and Robert White, would decriminalize sex work, 
much to the ire of some antitrafficking organizations that pushed back 
against it. Public reaction was decidedly more positive. 

“As we’ve been talking to folks, people support it! They just never 
thought of it before. They say things like, ‘Oh, yeah, it doesn’t make 
sense to arrest people for sex work. That’s not a solution.’” But de¬ 
criminalization is only part of the answer. “Decriminalization will not 
solve all of our problems, especially for marginalized people in the sex 
trade and youth. Folks at the margins, including sex trafficking victims, 
need housing and resources.” 

How are sex workers surviving in these times of heightened perse¬ 
cution? The truth is, they aren’t. “Sex workers and people in the sex 
trade are very resilient and are finding alternatives. But a lot of people 
aren’t going to make it.” Raven falls silent, and time stops. “That’s hard 
to even say.”

Over on the West Coast, Arabelle Raphael is busy fighting the good 
fight as her community grapples with the repercussions of 
SESTA/FOSTA. Beloved by fans for her work with major studios 
like Kink, Burning Angel and Evil Angel, Arabelle cofounded Bay 
Area Pros Support as a direct response to the panic and misin¬ 
formation that consumed her peers, friends and colleagues. 

According to its Twitter account, Bay Area Pros Support advo¬ 
cates “for the health, safety and livelihoods of Bay Sex Workers 
through direct support and community organizing.” It’s been a 
steep learning curve, but they hit the ground running with an 
emergency fund that provides grants to sex workers at risk. Not 
a moment too soon, after the devastating loss of Backpage. 

“People were stripped of their income—their only way of mak¬ 
ing money,” Raphael says. “Basically the only advertisement plat¬ 
forms left are the more high-end ones, while all the free and 
lower-cost platforms went down.” Those she describes as high- 
risk workers—black, transgender, low-income and street-based 
sex workers—were immediately cut off. “Anybody that was work¬ 
ing off those sites and couldn’t afford or make money on the other 
platforms lost their income.” 

Without resources like Backpage, sex workers are left de¬ 
fenseless—forced into high-risk work just to make a living. Raphael 
elaborates: “Within the community, we’re seeing an increase in 
rape, assault and disappearances, not to mention suicide. This 
is not the first time these kinds of laws get passed, especially 
under the guise of trafficking. I’ve seen this kind of thing happen 
before, but it’s definitely really scary and has changed a lot of 
people’s lives.” 

Like Liara Roux, Raphael confirms that pimps have been con¬ 
tacting workers trying to recruit. SESTA/FOSTA created chaos, 
leaving workers exposed and without the tools they need to pro¬ 
tect themselves. “In the Bay Area there’s a serial rapist that was 
reported on these sites, and now all the information about him 
has disappeared—it’s gone. So that’s a thing.” 

Like her counterparts, Raphael sees SESTA/FOSTA as an out¬ 


right attack on consensual sex work. “The trafficking thing is to scare 
people—of course nobody wants trafficking to happen! Forced labor 
is horrible, right? But when you use that word, and you don’t say ‘pros¬ 
titution,’ people are going to panic more.” 

Stoking fear to railroad egregious laws into existence is hardly a 
new phenomenon, with campaigns being waged at the state level as 
well. “California passed Prop. 35 years ago, and that’s made it so 
someone driving [you] to work would be considered a trafficker. And 
this is a way that people stay safe? All these insane laws, they only 
cause more harm.” 

That harm increases exponentially for those who are already 
marginalized to begin with. This is why it is imperative, Raphael says, 
that these voices be included in the conversation. “You can’t talk about 
sex work without also talking about poverty, race—all this stuff is 
interlinked. It’s all intersectional. So who are the most marginalized 
people in the world? People of color, trans people, queer people, poor 
people. SESTA/FOSTA is specifically an attack on those who are most 
vulnerable. m 
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I ’m a physical therapist by day, porn star by night. That’s 
right, call me Dr. Cherie DeVille! Being a porn star with a 
day job and a doctorate has been kind of my thing. My 
current goal is to become President of the United States. 
You think I’m kidding, but I am definitely not. Google it. I want 
to be a positive voice for sex workers, not just in my industry 


but in the world.
